A follow} 
up question relates to whether AM should be dead, 
Thourh this writer has been using ssb longer than most 
on the vhf bands, he feels that AM has merit for vhf 
use. Certoinly vou can do more with less with AM 
than other voice modes, Let*’s see anyone home-build 
a really simple receiver for FM or SSB, for instance, 
‘yd don’t forget plenty of good Dx has been worked with 
4AM phone. The writer worked 720 mites and 18 ARRL 
Sections with a Communicator and a portable beam when 
on a Maine vacation years ago. How many have done better 
with 3 watts on FM or SSB? Perhaps even better, good 
AM sear is going almost begging on the market these. 
days. What's wrong with using it? We can stand all 
the activity we can get it seems to us. This is not 
to deride other modes, but rather to encourage people 
who have AM gear, particularly for 2 meters, to get it 
out and put it back to work.

Licenses: T.icenses will be divided into two series, Series 
A (Below 29 mHz) and Series B (above 29 mHz), except 
for extra class, which will carry full priveledges on 
all frequencies. Two new vhf-only classes will be 
offered, Experimentor (vhf equivalent of Advanced) and 
comm: icatom(no-code Fi-only), Present holders of 
Generel and advanced class would receive their additional 
vhf equivalents by by applyin=e for them, but future 
applicants will have to take separate tests. Extra 
class operator license would be lifetime, but the 
Station iiccense must still be renewed, Novice license 
terms would “be 7ive years, renewable; Conditionals 
would bv: non-veuewable(except for physical disability.) 

Frevusncies: Belew 29 mHz, Advanced Class would gain the 
pnone priveledges now enjoyed by Extras, who would 
retain their present exclusive CW slots, Generals 
would see no change. Above 29mHz, Experimentors would 
have everything, Techs everything above 50 mHz, Comm- 
unicatcrs all above 144 wpHz, 

Emmissions: Extra, Experimenter, and Advanced would have 
all modes permitted on the appropriate frequenciesys 
General and Tech, Al, A3, and F3 only; Novice Al only, 
Communicator F3 only, 

POWER: Extra, Experimenter, and Advanced would be permitted 
to run 2 kw PEP output, General and Tech,, 500 W PEP 
output, Communicator and Novice, 125 watts Input. 

Amateur-Administered Exams: The presence of two licensed 
amateurs would be required when a mail exam is given. 
Conditionals will have to re-examine at a regular exam | 
point sometime dur‘irs their five years term in order | 
to keep it. Disabled Conditionals would not be affected,
